Energy 
project 
aims to 
cut bills 

HUNDREDS of council 
homes across Dudley bor¬ 
ough will receive new win¬ 
dows and insulation to help 
reduce energy bills as part 
of a £3.8million project. 

Dudley Council has re¬ 
ceived a £1.5m grant to¬ 
wards the renovations at 
397 properties in the Kates 
Hill and Priory areas of 
Dudley as well as Pensnett, 
Brockmoor and Stourbridge. 

The first work to replace 
single-glazed windows and 
install external wall and loft 
insulation is under way. 

Contractor Wates Living 
Space expects to complete 
the whole project by the au¬ 
tumn. 

The council, which is con¬ 
tributing £2.3m towards the 
project was awarded the 
cash grant through ECO 
(Energy Companies Obliga¬ 
tions) by British Gas. 

Cabinet member for hous¬ 
ing Councillor Steve Waltho 
said: “This joint investment 
will help reduce energy bills 
for our tenants at a time 
when fuel prices keep rising 
and also help us to do our 
bit to reduce the borough’s 
carbon footprint.” 

It is estimated almost 
15,000 tonnes of carbon 
emissions will be saved over 
the next 30 years. 

James Maden, from Brit¬ 
ish Gas, said: “We’re pleased 
to be making a tangible dif- 
feren ce to this communit y. ” 

Book place 
on the train 

PASSENGERS at a Black 
Country railway station 
can now conquer the clas¬ 
sics on their commute with 
their very own ‘book swap’ 
scheme. 

The initiative at Coseley 
station allows customers to 
pick up a book free of charge 
and then swap it for another 
when they have finished it.

LED TO DEATHS

IT was a picture perfect day for a de¬ 
voted couple who tied the knot in one 
of the country’s first gay weddings. 

The sun shone as Rebecca Billing¬ 
ton-Green and Sarah-Louise Billing¬ 
ton celebrated with their family just 
hours after new laws permitting same 
sex marriage came into force. 

Ceremony 

The couple who live in Tipton were 
married at Priory Hall in Dudley , one 
week after their held a commitment 
ceremony at the same venue. 

They posed for photographs in their 
ivory gowns outside the grade II listed 


register office with their family and 
11-month-old son Jacob, who was 
dressed in a grey suit. 

Rebecca, aged 31, a nurse at Cov¬ 
entry’s Walsgrave Hospital, said it had 
been an ‘emotional’ day for them both. 

“It was brilliant. It felt very special. 
Our love is the same as any heterosex¬ 
ual couple. It’s nice to have our mar¬ 
riage recognised. ” 

The couple in Coventry three years 
ago. Then, in 2012, on a holiday in 
Corfu, Rebecca proposed to Sarah-Lou¬ 
ise, 23, who works as a hairdresser at a 
salon in Dudley Port. 

The couple were able to take advan¬ 


tage of a special offer Dudley Council 
has been running where people can 
have a buy one and get one free ser¬ 
vice. 

Staff at Priory Hall said they had 
received a lot of interest from gay cou¬ 
ples looking to have a marriage cere¬ 
mony at the venue. 

Superintendent registrar Penny 
Fulford said: “We have had a steady 
stream of enquiries at Priory Hall 
about same sex marriages. The cou¬ 
ples that we’ve talked to are thrilled 
to have the chance to get married 
rather than just have the option of a 
civil partnership.”

NEIGHBOURS are shocked and mys¬ 
tified after worry over an invasive 
weed led to a couple’s violent deaths 
at their Rowley Regis home. 

Neighbours were unaware of a problem 
with Japanese Knotweed that so worried Den¬ 
nis McRae. 52. that he battered to death his 


55-year-old wife Jane 
before he took his 
own life by cutting his 
wrists and throat. 

A note at the scene in 
Bryan Budd Close, signed 
by Mr McRae, claimed he 
had been driven to the act 
by concern over Japanese 
Knotweed at the rear of 
their property. He worried 
that it would make their 
home impossible to sell. 

Neighbours spoke of a 
couple who only exchanged 
greetings to those living 
nearby. Lorna Bryant, who 
lives next door, said the 
community was ‘deeply sad¬ 
dened’ by their deaths. 

She was unaware of any 
problems over Japanese 
Knotweed at the properties. 

Issue 

“I wouldn’t know what 
Japanese Knotweed is with¬ 
out being shown it. We have 
never had any issue with the 
growth behind the house”, 
she added. 

The scientist, who worked 
for Solvay in Oldbury, wrote 
that worry over the weed 
had added to “my growing 
madness.” 

At an inquest in Smeth¬ 
wick on Monday, Senior 
Black Country Coroner 
Robin Balmain recorded 
that Mrs McRae was un¬ 
lawfully killed and that Mr 
McRae killed himself. 

Mr Balmain said: “This

is clearly a tragedy. The im¬ 
pression is Mr McRae was 
possibly becoming paranoid. 
There is no direct evidence 
of that, of course. He had a 
responsible job as a lab tech¬ 
nician, his own home free 
from mortgage. 

“It appears he became 
obsessed with Japanese 
Knotweed in the vicinity, 
which was not even on his 
property. It is difficult to 
understand what was going 
on in Mr McRae’s mind. For 
whatever reason he killed 
his wife and then himself.” 

The suicide note, read in 
court, stated: “The despair 
has got so bad that I have 
killed her, as I did not want 
her to be alone without an 
income when I killed my¬ 
self.” 

Their adoptive son Mark 
McRae, 27, said he did not 
understand how the tragedy 
could have happened. 


Motorist 
is injured 
when car 
overturns 

A MAN was seriously in¬ 
jured when a car hit a row 
of parked vehicles and over¬ 
turned on a Dudley road. 

Emergency services were 
called to Highland Road just 
before 5.20am on Monday 
after a Ford Fiesta ended up 
on its roof. 

The man, believed to be 
the driver and in his 20s, 
was treated at the scene by 
the ambulance service for 
serious injuries and was 
taken to hospital for further 
treatment. It is believed two 
passengers from the car 
were also injured. 

There was severe damage 
to the front of one of the 
parked cars and debris lit¬ 
tered the road. 

In an incident last week, 
a car rolled over three times 
before coming to a rest on 
its roof in Halesowen. 

The female driver and 
passenger were able to get 
out of the blue Vauxhall 
Corsa. The crash partially 
blocked Narrow Lane and 
street signs were knocked 
down by the rolling Corsa 

Two cars, including a sil¬ 
ver Renault Megane, were 
involved in an accident in 
Saltwells Road, Dudley 
Wood, in the early hours. 
The drivers were believed to 
have suffered minor injuries 
in the accident. Also, a car 
struck a lamp post in Muck- 
low Hill, Halesowen. Three 
casualties were treated at 
the scene.

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Residents divided over road closure 


A £10,000 scheme shutting a busy 
road in Dudley to through traffic 
could be made permanent. 

The proposal follows concerns 
from those living in Blackacre Road 
that the route was being used as a 
‘rat run’ by motorists. But angry 
residents on side roads claim their 
lives had been blighted by the move. 

More than 6,000 cars a day were 
using the road, near Buffery Park, 


as a route through to Dudley South¬ 
ern Bypass. Bosses agreed to the 
temporary closure of the road to 
‘access only’ for a trial period. 

Residents on connecting roads 
say this had just forced the traffic to 
use the narrow side streets instead. 

Highways officials have drawn 
up ideas to install traffic claiming 
measures and a 20mph limit to slow 
down traffic while allowing motor¬ 


ists to use Blackacre Road again. 

In total 386 letters were sent giv¬ 
ing views on the plans during a con¬ 
sultation run between October and 
November. There were responses 
from 21 per cent of households. 

Of those, council officials say 23.5 
per cent supported the proposals 
while 76.5 per cent were against. 

Officials have recommended 
the closure of Blackacre Road to 


through traffic be retained and 
some traffic calming, such as speed 
bumps, be introduced. 

A further petition with 176 sig¬ 
natures has objected to any traffic 
calming. There were also two peti¬ 
tions, totalling 90 signatures, ask¬ 
ing that Blackacre Road stay shut. 

A final decision from highways 
boss Councillor Khurshid Ahmed 
yesterday (Wednesday). 


Council cracking down 
on fraud by tenants 


MORE than 50 homes have been seized by 
Dudley Council after tenancy fraud was un¬ 
covered. A specialist team is cracking down 
on council tenants that flout the rules. 

Since last April there have been dozens of cases of 
tenancy fraud detected. The team investigates peo¬ 
ple who are suspected of illegally sub-letting homes 
and swapping properties without consent. 


No plan to 
create more 
20mph zones 

DUDLEY Council has no 
plans to create more 20mph 
zones in the borough as 
Birmingham City Council 
prepares to roll out its own 
scheme across much of the 
city. 

Council chiefs in Birming¬ 
ham are preparing to pilot a 
scheme that will eventually 
cover around 90 per cent of 
the city’s roads. 

In the Black Country, one 
of the largest schemes will 
soon see the introduction 
of a 20mph speed limit to 
much of West Bromwich 
town centre. 

Dudley Council has al¬ 
ready introduced 20mph 
speed limits outside 11 
schools in the borough, fol¬ 
lowing proposals drawn up 
by council bosses. 

Councillor Kurshid 
Ahmed, Dudley Council 
cabinet member for trans¬ 
port, said: “Having listened 
to public concerns we have 
consulted on and pro-ac¬ 
tively assessed the roads at 
all of the schools in the bor¬ 
ough. As a result we are now 
implementing a programme 
of speed limits, which range 
from 20 to 30mph, depend¬ 
ing on each road’s suitabil¬ 
ity.” 

He added: “There are cur¬ 
rently no plans to expand 
this programme.” 


It also works to investi¬ 
gate those who try, or have 
secured, a council home 
under false pretences or 
have stayed in a property 
after the legal tenant has 
left or died. 

As a result, 57 properties 
were recovered by the coun¬ 
cil. Of these, 34 of the homes 
were abandoned after legal 
proceedings were started 
while keys to 23 other prop¬ 
erties were surrendered. 

Waiting 

In eight of the cases, the 
tenants had housing or 
Right to Buy applications 
cancelled or excluded. 

During the period there 
were a total of 69 cases of 
tenancy fraud discovered. 

Councillor Steve Waltho, 
cabinet member for hous¬ 
ing, said: “Anyone we find 
guilty of committing hous¬ 
ing fraud is at risk of losing 
their home, being fined or 
even going to prison.” 

During the previous fi¬ 
nancial year, 2012/13, 170 
housing fraud investigations 
were launched. Fifty ten¬ 
ants were caught breaking 
the rules with some sub-let- 
ting their homes. 

The council has around 
22,000 properties and there 
are more than 4,000 people 
on the waiting list. 

Figures in September 
showed t9,601 tenants in ar¬ 
rears with the total number 
falling behind on their rent 
up by 17 per cent in a year. 
Housing chiefs said the rise 
was due to the impact of 
welfare reforms including 
the so-called bedroom tax.

Man, 69, 
has died 
after bus 
accident 

A PENSIONER seriously 
injured after being hit by a 
bus in Dudley town centre 
has died. 

The man has been named 
as Michael Wilkinson, aged 
69, who was struck by a sin¬ 
gle decker bus on Monday 
afternoon, March 24. 

The accident happened at 
the junction of King Street 
and Flood Street close to the 
entrance of Churchill Shop¬ 
ping Centre. 

Police said Mr Wilkinson, 
who lived locally, had suf¬ 
fered serious head injuries 
following the accident at 
around 1.15pm. He died at 
the Queen Elizabeth Hospi¬ 
tal in Birmingham with his 
family at his side on Tues¬ 
day morning. 

Officers from West Mid¬ 
lands Police collision inves¬ 
tigation unit are appealing 
for witnesses to the acci¬ 
dent. Pc Paul Cope said: 
“We are working hard to 
understand the events of 
the afternoon and I would 
urge anyone who was in the 
area at the time and who 
has not yet spoken to us to 
call 101. Our thoughts are 
with Michael’s family and 
are continuing to support 
them at this sad time.” 

An online petition is call¬ 
ing for safety improvements 
on that stretch of road. King 
Street was designated a bus- 
only route 12 years ago.

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White car 
taxi rule 
replaced 
by stickers 

A RULE forcing taxi driv¬ 
ers in Dudley to use only 
white-coloured private hire 
cabs will be lifted in June. 

New regulations came 
into force this week which 
will see all licensed hackney 
carriages displaying Dudley 
Council signs. 

Taxi drivers won their 
battle to overturn the col¬ 
our policy in December 
last year. The council had 
brought in the scheme to 
improve safety in 2006 but 
the move proved unpopular 
with cabbies, who claimed 
the rising cost of white- 
coloured cars was putting 
them out of business. 

Following a campaign by 
the Dudley Private Hire and 
Taxi Association, the coun¬ 
cil taxi committee voted to 
change the rules in Decem¬ 
ber. The authority is car¬ 
rying improvements to the 
taxi service which will see 
all hackney carriages dis¬ 
playing Dudley Council door 
stickers. 

Councillor Richard Body, 
chairman of the taxis com¬ 
mittee, said: “Hackney car¬ 
riage drivers licensed by 
Dudley Council must have 
stickers with the Dudley 
Council logo on their vehi¬ 
cle doors, by the door han¬ 
dles. Any driver who does 
not have the stickers will be 
in breach of the taxis rules 
and will be asked to appear 
before the taxis committee.” 

Grants offer 
for job plans 

COMMUNITY groups and 
projects to help boost the 
job chances of people in the 
Black Country can apply for 
grants of up to £15,000 to 
support their work. 

The Heart of England 
Community Foundation has 
been awarded just over £2 
million by the European 
Social Fund to be spent 
on projects designed to get 
the long-term unemployed 
closer to the jobs market.

Care home group is in administration

in brief 


A HEALTHCARE business, which owns 
three care homes in the West Midlands, has 
gone into administration. 

The administrators of Mimosa Health¬ 
care Group are continuing to run the busi¬ 
ness and seeking a buyer. 

None of the homes, which include Castle 
Meadows in Dudley, Nethercrest in Nether- 
ton and The Willows in Codsall, have been 
closed. 

Mimosa, which has its head office in 
Beeston, Nottingham, runs 22 care homes 
around the country caring for about 1,000 
elderly and disabled people and employing 


1,172. Kerry Bailey and Sarah Rayment, 
business restructuring partners at BDO, 
have been appointed as the company’s joint 
administrators. Mrs Bailey said the com¬ 
pany would continue to run as usual while 
a sale of the business was sought. 

Retained 

All of the company’s staff had been re¬ 
tained and BDO says it will be doing all it 
can to minimise the number of redundan¬ 
cies that have to be made. The adminis¬ 
trators are trading the homes via licensed 
agents. 


Mrs Bailey said: “Our first and main pri¬ 
ority as joint administrators is to ensure 
continuity of care and provision for all 
residents living in Mimosa homes. We are 
working hand in hand with professional 
care operators to ensure this remains the 
case and that residents experience minimal 
disruption and worry. 

“We are hopeful of securing a sale of the 
business and the company will continue to 
trade while all the options are explored. As 
such, all staff have been retained at this 
time and our intention is to minimise any 
possible redundancies. 


“We will also be liaising regularly with 
relevant stakeholders, including the Care 
Quality Commission, to ensure they are 
kept fully updated. Residents or loved ones 
with questions should contact their local 
home manager for further information,” 
added Mrs Bailey. 

Castle Meadows in Dudley has 45 single 
bedrooms and three doubles. Nethercrest 
has two homes - Nethercrest Nursing and 
Nethercrest Residential. Nethercrest Nurs¬ 
ing has 32 single bedrooms and five double 
rooms, Nethercrest Residential has 23 sin¬ 
gle bedrooms and one double. 


Mother's disgust at fine 
after fatal electrocution 



THE mother of a young woman 
fatally electrocuted at her flat is 
“disgusted” that the qualified su¬ 
pervisor who signed off the prop¬ 
erty’s electrical circuits has been 
fined £1,000. 

Mother-of-one Emma Shaw died 
after being electrocuted at the West 
Bromwich flat she shared with her 
partner in December 2007 when the 

22- year-old was dealing with a leak 
from a boiler . 

The electrical circuits had been signed off 
as safe by Neil Hoult, aged 53, of Dane Ter¬ 
race, Rowley Regis, who was found guilty 
by jurors last week of one charge of fail¬ 
ure to discharge a duty under the Health 
and Safety at Work Act. He has been fined 
£ 1 , 000 . 

Miss Shaw’s mother Diane Potter said 
she hoped the end of the court case, six 
years after her daughter’s death, would 
allow the family to grieve. 

She said: “I am disgusted . She was taken 
away from us and it was just a £1,000 fine. 
It’s just not justice. 

Hug 

“I’m glad court has finished. It’s gone on 
for more than six years. I haven’t been able 
to grieve. I’ve been trying to keep everybody 
in the family going. I just wanted closure 
from it all so I could start grieving.” 

Miss Shaw had been looking forward 
to her first Christmas in her first home, 
a flat in Jefferson Place, with her partner 
Andrew Cross and son Brayden, who was 

23- months-old at the time of her death, and 
is now aged eight. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court heard a 
victim impact statement from Mrs Potter 
taken before the court case concluded, in 
which she described her relationship with 
her daughter as more like best friends. 

She said she saw her daughter the day 
before the tragedy, and she had given her 
a hug. She added: “Even now I still recall 
that last touch.” 

She paid tribute to her daughter, a for¬ 
mer Willingsworth High School pupil who 
had worked in the restaurant at Asda, 
Great Bridge, saying: “She was bubbly and 
confident and had so many friends.” 

Miss Shaw’s father Paul, who lives in Ire¬ 
land, said in his own statement: “She was 


in her first home, preparing for Christmas 
and a looking forward to the bright and 
happy future she should have had. Brayden 
is now eight years old and he is growing up 
without his mother, which is just not right.” 

Hoult had signed off the electrical cir¬ 
cuits at Miss Shaw’s flat as safe but in¬ 
vestigations later revealed a circuit which 
fed an immersion heater in the boiler had 
been penetrated by a screw during the flat’s 
construction. Hoult had not been based on 
site and his responsibility was to check the 
details on forms sent in by workers before 
signing them off. 

Mr Gary Bell, defending him, highlighted

He added that the court case had 
also taken a toll on Hoult’s family as his 
wife had a breakdown 

Judge Michael Dudley explained the law 
set out he could only fix an amount the 
defendant could afford to pay within 12 
months, which is why it “may seem light”. 

The judge told Hoult: “You have been 
convicted of a grave breach of duty. The 
testing of electrical circuits is absolutely 
vital. You were responsible for the failures 
in checking paperwork. Because of your fail¬ 


ures, and those of others who created this 
situation, you failed to detect a metal stud 
frame behind a plaster board at the house 
was live for a period of some 18 months.” 

The jury had deliberated for four hours 
and 35 minutes before finding him guilty. 

Hoult’s co-accused Christopher Tomkins, 
52, from Rowley Village, Rowley Regis, was 
found not guilty. 

The court heard Hoult and Tomkins 
were employed by Anchor Building and 
Electrical Services Ltd, contracted to carry 
out electrical work during the development 
of Jefferson Place in 2006. The firm had 
since gone into liquidation.

Two police officers jailed for theft 


TWO West Midlands Police officers 
have been jailed for theft after be¬ 
ing caught in a sting operation by 
their own force. 

Pc Mark Davis and Pc Neil Sam¬ 
uels were told to search an Oldbury 
home for stolen property and while 
there stole 800 cigarettes and £20 
in cash. But the Sandwell-based re¬ 
sponse officers were under surveil¬ 
lance by their colleagues. 


They were arrested on the same 
day before later being charged with 
one count each of theft. 

At Birmingham Magistrates’ 
Court last week Davis, aged 31 and 
from Clent Road in Oldbury, and 
Samuels, 33, from Croft Lane in 
Wolverhampton, were both jailed 
for 20 weeks. 

The court heard that after leaving 
the house, on July 24, the officers 


then went back to the police station 
where they falsified records of the 
search and witness statements. 

Sentencing them, District Judge 
David Robinson told them: “These 
are serious offences involved a high 
level of breach of trust. The impact 
of offences such as this on public 
confidence is high.” 

“You did all of this believing or 
knowing that this would impede a 


critical investigation, with all of the 
consequences that might have had 
for the individual you believed to be 
in custody and justice.” 

Earlier in the hearing, defending 
solicitor Mr Mark Kelly told the 
court that the two had ‘exhibited 
genuine remorse’. He said: “It was 
not premeditated, it was stupid, it 
does not appear to have been of any 
significant commercial gain.”

Equipment such as out¬ 
door treadmills and bikes 
are being fitted this week 
near to the Action Heart 
Centre at the hospital, off 
High Street, Pensnett. 

The gym will be targeted 
for use by people with heart 
conditions and people re¬ 
ferred through Dudley’s 
exercise programme. These 
rehabilitation services and 
referral programmes are 
run by the Action Heart 
charity on behalf of Dudley 
Council’s Office of Public 
Health. 

The new facility will be 
made available to everyone 
to encourage as many people 
as possible to enjoy a health¬ 
ier lifestyle and lose weight. 

Dudley Council’s public 
health boss, Councillor Stu¬ 
art Turner, said: “In Dudley 
we have a long track record 
of providing a nationally 
recognised cardiac rehabil¬ 


itation service and exercise 
referral programme. This 
new outdoor equipment will 
be primarily used to support 
this work but the equipment 
will also be available to visi¬ 
tors and other patients. We 
hope it will help raise the 
profile further of all of the 
outdoor gyms.” 

Chief executive at the 
Dudley Group NHS Foun¬ 
dation Trust Paula Clark 
added: “The idea behind 
having the gym at the hos¬ 
pital is that the service users 
get trained to use it so that 
they are confident to carry 
on using the ones in the 
community settings.” 

Officials at Dudley Coun¬ 
cil have also revealed plans 
to cut waistlines last year 
after it emerged 15,000 local 
young people were deemed 
overweight. Figures sug¬ 
gest one in five of people in 
Dudley are obese. That led 
to council officials propos¬ 
ing new planning guidelines 
across the borough with 
fast food outlets no longer 
allowed to open within 400 
metres of school gates.

Farewell to museum's popular volunteer

Barbara Skeldon 


A LOVED and respected former 
nursery nurse from Tipton who vol¬ 
unteered at Dudley’s Black Country 
Living Museum for many years has 
died at the age of 78. 

Barbara Skeldon was a familiar 
face at the Tipton Road attraction 
in the 1980s and ‘90s as a guide at 
one the cottages. She looked after 
pigs at the museum, arriving to 
feed them before going to work at 
the Blakeley School in Tividale.

Her husband of 58 years, John, 
said his wife as someone who always 
put the needs of others first.

Mr Skeldon, 78, said: “She used 
to be a guide at one of the cottages 
at the museum and used to dress 
up in period clothing and tell visi¬ 
tors what life was like for people at 
the time. Barbara also used to cook 
things like pig’s trotters and stews 
showing visitors how those dishes 
used to be prepared. 

“She absolutely adored volunteer¬ 
ing at the museum. When I have 
gone back people say they still re¬ 
member her.” 

Mr Skeldon said his wife had to 


give up volunteering after develop¬ 
ing problems with her legs. 

“She was absolutely devastated 
when she was not able to carry on,” 
he said. 

Mrs Skeldon worked as a nursery 
nurse at the Blakeley School,for 
more than 25 years. 

Her husband said: “Barbara was 
someone who would always put the 
needs of others, especially children, 
before her own. She was loved and 
respected and that is the most fit¬ 
ting tribute of all.”

Workers proving 
age is no barrier 


MARK ANDREWS looks 
at our older workforce and 
the challenges facing some 
senior members of staff 

WE can all look forward to a 
few more years in the work¬ 
place thanks to the fact that 
we are living longer than ever 
before. 

But once we reach our 50s and 60s 
will our employers still want us or 
will years of experience count for 
nothing? 

There are currently record numbers of 
older people in employment but it seems 
they are not finding the workplace as 
easy as their younger counterparts. 

New research by employment law¬ 
yers Slater & Gordon found that mil¬ 
lions of workers in Britain could have a 
case for illegal age discrimination in the 
workplace with many saying they were 
treated differently to their younger col¬ 
leagues, passed over for promotion and 
worried they are at greater risk of redun¬ 
dancy. 

Their fears are not unfounded, last 
year car sales manager Gary Hawkins 
successfully sued Wednesbury motor 
dealer Carcraft after he was sacked for 
being too old - at just 52. 

The married father-of-four was 
awarded an undisclosed payout running 
into thousands of pounds after his for¬ 
mer employer was judged to have been 
guilty of aged discrimination. 

Thankfully he has now found work 
as a branch manager at Scottish Motor 
Auctions in Bilston, where he says the 
atmosphere is totally different. 

“I couldn’t be happier, I have worked 
with the guy before, and we both know 
each other,” says Mr Hawkins, who is 
now 53. 

After winning his case, Mr Hawkins 
declared he had struck a blow for mid-

dle-aged workers everywhere. “I didn’t 
even know I wasn’t part of the youth 
culture until they got rid of me,” he 
said. “I believe I was the oldest guy 
working there and they had about 520 
members of staff on all the sites.” 

Edward Cooper, Slater & Gordon’s 
head of employment law, said their sur¬ 
vey had found one in 10 employers felt 
ignored by their manager, and one in 
seven had seen younger staff promoted 
ahead of them since hitting 40. 

This comes despite a year-long study 
by management consulting group Ac¬ 


centure which found that older workers 
were more efficient than younger ones, 
also having lower levels of staff absen¬ 
teeism and sickness. 

Mr Cooper says: “Very few busi¬ 
nesses enforce a retirement age but 
this research shows that many will still 
sideline and isolate staff when they get 
to a certain age.” 

The report suggested that 54 was the 
age at which career prospects seemed to 
be most affected. 

Some senior citizens are proving lead¬ 
ing the way when it comes to working 


later in life. Recently, handyman Albert 
Billingham finally decided to hang up his 
overalls at the ripe old age of 90. 

And even though Mr Billingham has 
decided to leave his job at B & Q in Bris¬ 
tol, he is still keeping active by helping 
his son Martin, 57, with the restoration 
of his home. Mr Billingham had worked 
continuously for 77 years, only taking a 
handful of days of sick during that time. 

And there are employers in the West 
Midlands who realise that age also 
brings with it a wealth of experience, not 
to mention life skills which no training 
course can teach. 

Retired teacher Paul Beddows decided 
to take up a Christmas job at Argos in 
the Merry Hill centre - and more than 
four years on, he is still in the post. 

Summer 

Mr Beddows, who is 62, spent 35 
years working in the education sector, 
teaching at Rowley Regis College, Jo- 
siah Mason College in Birmingham, and 
Stourbridge College, before deciding to 
take early retirement in the summer of 
2009. 

However, within five months he de¬ 
cided to return to work, and has not 
looked back. 

“The trouble with being retired is that 
you tend to just sit at home doing noth¬ 
ing. There are jobs to do, but if I wasn’t 
quite in the mood, I might have thought 
‘I can always do it tomorrow’.”At the age 
of 82, former police chief Mike Collins 
is still working as an advanced driving 
examiner with the charity Rospa. 

Mr Collins has continued to work ever 
since retiring as a superintendent at 
West Bromwich police station in 1978, 
having also spent two years as a Red 
Cross aid worker in war-torn Somalia 
and Burma. Mr Collins, who typically 
works around two days a week, says 
he still finds his work very rewarding. 
He says “I think there will come a time 
when you start to lose a bit of credibility, 
when you are a bit too old. But at the 
moment I’m still enjoying it.” 


Poorest are 
paying price 


IAIN Duncan Smith has prom¬ 
ised to get to grips with Britain’s 
benefits culture, and make sure 
that work pays. 

Local councils across the 
West Midlands warn they will 
have to make tough decisions 
and cut services as they seek to 
balance the books. 

And then, caught somewhere 
in the middle, are the children 
of some of the poorest families, 
according to Children’s Com¬ 
missioner for England Maggie 
Atkinson. 

“The poorest families, and 
therefore their children, are pay¬ 
ing the price now,” she says. 

“We did in-depth analysis on 
the welfare bill. Families, parents 
with children, especially where 
there was already economic 
pressure on the households, 
would be ill-served by the wel¬ 
fare reforms.” 

Atkinson says not only are 
families on low incomes being 
hit by cuts to social security 
benefits, but library closures and 
reductions in leisure spending 
are also hitting the young. 

In an interview with Total Poli¬ 
tics magazine, the commissioner 
says local government cuts had 
also hit after-school and holiday 
clubs for children. 

Atkinson says Work and Pen¬ 
sions Secretary lain Duncan 
Smith’s welfare shake-up, part 
of the Government’s efforts to 
cut the deficit and encourage 
people who can work to take 
a job, had ‘not served families 
well’. 


Impact 


“I recognise, and our assess¬ 
ment recognises, that for some 
families Universal Credit would 
do good, would help them to 
make their money go further. But 
even with those effects we were 
adamant, and I remain adamant, 
that the welfare reforms have not 
served families well.” 

The commissioner says the 
impact of the Government’s 
austerity measures on children 
are not confined to the welfare 
reforms. 

“Future generations coming 
down the line may well have a 
better time of it, but there are 
children now who are paying 
the price in England, not only for 
the reduction in welfare spend¬ 
ing, but in libraries, in leisure 
facilities, in early intervention, 
in after-school clubs or holiday 
clubs. 

“All those things have been 
under such pressure in local 
government that many of them 
have stopped doing them. And 
that isn’t just an urban issue.” 

Atkinson is no stranger to con¬ 
troversy. In 2010 Denise Fergus, 
the mother of murdered two- 
year-old James Bulger, called for 
Atkinson to be sacked over her 
comments about the two boys 
who murdered her son. While 
saying the murder was ‘excep¬ 
tionally unpleasant’, Atkinson 
said she thought they were too 
young at 10 years old to be tried 
for his murder.

TWO weeks have now 
passed since George Os¬ 
borne gave his budget. 
Newspapers and politicians 
in Westminster have gone 
over it in detail but my 
question is: How does it 
measure against what local 
people told me were their 
priorities? 

Nine in ten local families 
told me that rising energy 
prices are a big concern, and 
two thirds said they were 
worried about the cost of 
food and everyday house¬ 
hold items too. There was 
nothing in the budget to 
tackle this issue. 

Last Thursday the Gov¬ 
ernment finally backed La¬ 
bour’s calls for a full review 
of the energy market but 
local people say they need 
help right now, not years 
down the line. Last Wednes¬ 
day Big Six energy company 
SSE promised to freeze 
prices until 2016, proving 
that the Government could 
use a price freeze to help 
families right now. 

Six in ten local people told 
me that they know someone 
who has been out of work 
for over six months, and 
long-term youth unemploy¬ 
ment in our area is twice the 
national average. 

Nearly half blamed this 
on a lack of Government 
investment in our area but 
George Osborne had no 
new plans for investment 
that will benefit Dudley. I 
want investment to build 
200,000 homes a year across 
the whole country by 2020, 
bringing jobs, investment 
and cheaper homes to Dud¬ 
ley. 

Instead, George Osborne 
wheeled out old plans to 
build yet more houses in the 


South East, at Ebbsfleet. 

At this rate, many fami¬ 
lies in Dudley won’t be feel¬ 
ing a recovery for some time 
yet. 

There were major an¬ 
nouncements on pensions 
in the Budget. From now 
on, pensioners will be able 
to withdraw as much or as 
little cash from their pen¬ 
sion pots as they like. 

People who have worked 
hard and saved carefully 
their whole lives deserve to 
get the best possible value 
from their pensions, so I 
welcome any move to give 
people more power over 
their pensions. But this is 
a big change, and we need 
to look carefully at how this 
will affect current pension¬ 
ers and those saving for 
their retirement. How will 
this affect the annuities 


market? If someone empties 
their pension pot but ends 
up in need of social care, 
who steps in? 

Wider reforms are needed. 
Savers now need access 
to proper pensions advice 
more than ever and we need 
to put an end to unfair pen¬ 
sion fees that can cost pen¬ 
sioners up to £230,000 over 
a lifetime. 

Last week was Museum 
Week and the Black Coun¬ 
try Museum was asking 
local people to share their 
memories of local attrac¬ 
tions. 

The Black Country Mu¬ 
seum has done a great job 
of preserving buildings I re¬ 
member from growing up in 
the area. St James School 
was up the road from me on 
Eve Hill when I was growing 


up, I’ve had fish and chips 
from Hobbs & Sons at the 
museum and at its old site 
on Hall Street, and I’ve even 
spent a summer washing 
dishes at the Stables Res¬ 
taurant! 

We should be proud of 
our industrial past and 
take inspiration from it as 
we work to bring high-tech 
manufacturing jobs into 
the region, and great local 
attractions like the Black 
Country Museum help us 
do that. 

Over the last few weeks 
lots of local residents have 
been in touch with con¬ 
cerns that the Government 
is seeking to relax or repeal 
the ban on fox hunting. 

The Prime Minister 
announced that the Gov¬ 
ernment will not be intro¬ 
ducing an amendment that 
I know many people feared 
could have weakened the 
Hunting Act. However, the 
Environment Secretary also 
confirmed in the House of 
Commons on Thursday that 
the Government still intend 
to hold a vote on the repeal 
of the Hunting Act ‘at an ap¬ 
propriate time’. 

I believe the hunting ban 
was an important achieve¬ 
ment by the previous Gov¬ 
ernment and it continues to 
enjoy overwhelming public 
support. That is why I will 
work with campaigners to 
oppose any effort to amend 
or change the Hunting 
Act. I’ve fought for many 
animal rights campaigns 
since being elected in 2005.

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Dig at glassworks site aims 
to secure lottery funding

ARCHAEOLOGISTS are bidding for 
lottery funding to excavate the site 
of an historic glassworks ahead of a 
Elm heritage scheme. 

Experts, historians and residents have 
already been working on the archaeologi¬ 
cal dig at the site of the Glasshouse College 
and Ruskin Glass Centre, in Amblecote. 
They have found the long-hidden remains 
of at least two glass cones, similar to the 
Red House Glass Cone, in Wordsley. 

It is hoped with more excavation they can 
search areas where they believe the remains of 
a further two cones might be found. 

Furnace 

The conical buildings were designed to chan¬ 
nel air into the furnace to make the fires burn 
hotter. 

It also provided a large work space for the 
glassmakers. 

Over the decades as glass-making process was 
modernised many fell into disrepair, were demol¬ 
ished or simply collapsed. 

A team from Cheshire-based heritage consul¬ 
tancy firm Nexus have been working on the site 
for more than a fortnight painstakingly clearing 
a car park area. 

The car park and land to the rear of the centre 
are due to be redeveloped for new commercial 
workshops and a new car park to be built. 

The site, in Wollaston Road, was once home to 
glass greats Webb Corbett and Royal Doulton - 
both world-renowned names. 

But now it is a hive of activity as layers of 
earth have been removed to reveal a cone dating 
back to the 1690s. 

Archaeologists believe this collapsed in 1785 
according to news reports they have researched 
from the time. 

Another structure was found nearby in part 
of land where there was once a cone belonging 
to Colbourne Hill Glassworks dating back to 
around 1830. 

They found part of this had been converted for 
warehousing in the 1930s and part of a celler has 
been dug out. 

Underground cellars and passageways have 


also been unearthed complete with a 1940s 
steam boiler made by the West Bromwich firm 
Britannia. 

Senior heritage consultant Kate Page-Smith 
says many layers have had to be stripped away 
including ash and rubble 

“It has been an exciting project to work on and 
to find the two cones so far has been amazing,” 
she said. “This site is like a time capsule of 18th 
century technology. 


“We think there is much more to find so that 
is why we want to secure lottery funding to con¬ 
tinue.” 

Meeting 

They are meeting with officials from English 
Heritage in the coming days. 

The more extensive digs would allow them to 
the chance to detail more of their findings.

Paster hopeful his wife 
will be allowed to return 


A CHURCH pastor says he is 
hopeful of overturning a de¬ 
cision to refuse his wife of 14 
years residence in the UK. 

But he is already counting up 
the £5,000 cost of the ordeal. 

Robert Cooper is appealing against 
the Home Office’s rejection of a UK 
entry clearance as a spouse for his 
Brazilian wife Adna. The 39-year-old, 
who lives in Pensnett, appeared as a 
witness at an asylum and immigration 
tribunal in Birmingham last week. 

Homeland 

Adna’s application was made last 
April as the couple looked to move 
back to UK following a nine-year spell 
in her homeland. But Adna, aged 35, 
was refused, partly because Robert 
could not prove he earned more than 
£18,600 a year in his new job — a re¬ 
quirement only recently introduced. 

The refusal was despite the cou¬ 
ple’s marriage in Kingswinford and a 
three-year period when both worked 
full-time in the Black Country before 
the move to Brazil. 

Mr Cooper, who works for the Re¬ 
newal Presbyterian Church based in 
London, said: “The case came down 
to two issues — will the judge accept 
accountant receipts offered instead of 
payslips supporting my income and if 
the decision impacts my human rights. 
We are talking about a wife of 14 years 
here.” 

Robert is unable to supply payslips 
up to six months old because his 
church was run from Brazil until Oc¬ 
tober, when it became a UK-based lim¬ 
ited company. Robert can only show 
receipts in a bid to prove he earns 
more than the required amount. Rob¬ 
ert said: “Taking everything which has 
happened so far, it has cost me about 
£5,000. If we fail, we will be reapply¬ 
ing with the six payslips I will have by

then. That is more money. It is provid¬ 
ing more of a strain on us.” 

Robert faces an anxious wait to dis¬ 
cover the outcome of his appeal hear¬ 
ing, which lasted an hour. He expects 
to receive a decision this month but 
maybe forced to wait another 28 days 
as the Home Office will be given a right 


to appeal. It another episode in a year- 
and-a-half ordeal for the couple, who 
met 14 years ago while Robert was on 
a Christian mission in Sao Paulo. 

They married at Kingswinford 
Christian Centre six months later and 
settled in Pensnett for three years be¬ 
fore returning to Brazil for nine years.

Chancellor's vow on

CHANCELLOR George Os¬ 
borne vowed to help inspire 
school leavers to join the 
‘home of manufacturing’ in 
the West Midlands while vis¬ 
iting a Rowley Regis firm. 

The message that his budget was 
for ‘makers and doers’ was top of the 
agenda as the Chancellor of the Ex¬ 
chequer spoke at Cube Precision En¬ 
gineering Ltd, in Cakemore Road. 

The company, which supplies tools 
to Jaguar Land Rover, is among busi¬ 
nesses heralded by the Chancellor for 


leading a manufacturing recovery. 
Cube Precision Engineering, named 
young business of the year in the Ex¬ 
press & Star Business Awards 2013, 
aims to create 10 new engineering po¬ 
sitions. 

Owner Neil Clifton, 36, who has 
grown the business from six to 37 staff 
since 2009, explained the company has 
been helped by a Government scheme 
provided bank loan guarantees to sup¬ 
port exports. He said: “The doubling 
of the capital allowances helped us 
decide to set up a new state-of-the-art 
£325,000 machining centre .”

Happy reunion brings 
back the joys of youth 


MEMORIES of water 
fights, late night camp¬ 
ing trips and footballing 
triumphs were relived 
as former members of a 
long-running youth club 
met up for a reunion. 

Laughter filled Brook Street 
Community Centre in Tipton 
as Bloomfield Road Youth Club 
memories were recalled. 

Dating back to 1925, the club’s 
old premises were demolished in 
1978 but it did continue in partner¬ 
ship with Tipton Green Methodist 
Church until 1986 before disband¬ 
ing. 

During its heyday the club was 
the main place for youngsters of 
the town to meet up, and take part 
in activities included games, an¬ 
nual camping trips to Earlswood in 
Warwickshire, bonfires and sports 
days. 

Samuel Caddick, a retired tool- 
maker at Triplex now aged 82, was 
the oldest member of the former 
club to attend the event, which for

him triggered thoughts of the days 
when he played inside right for the 
club’s football team in the West 
Bromwich Amateur League. 

The grandfather-of-four, who 
now lives in Coseley, joined the 
football team in 1953 and played 
until 1956. In his first season, the 
club finished runners-up in the 
league and he also remembered 
one campaign which saw the team 
through to the semi-finals of a 
knockout cup. 

Mr Caddick went on to referee 
from 1958 in the West Bromwich 
Amateur League and Wolver¬ 
hampton Works League, before 
graduating to the Worcestershire 
Combination and West Midlands 
leagues. 

Of his time at Bloomfield, he 
said: “We had some pretty good 
players I remember. Our outstand¬ 
ing player was Reg Pulley who 


played inside left. I was hoping to 
see him but I haven’t spoken to 
him for years. I know two or three 
of the team have passed away, 
which is a great shame.” 

Old films of some of the club’s 
milestone events and anniversaries 
were played, as cine footage from 
1963-1986 had been converted into 
DVDs. Children could be seen try¬ 
ing to flip pancakes in old photo¬ 
graphs, while others captured old 
sports teams and bonfires. 

Roger Hill, the former boys 
club leader, and a retired former 
owner of CBS a Dudley architec¬ 
tural ironmongery company, went 
through the boys club and youth 
club himself before becoming one 
of its leaders. 

The 66-year-old, who lives 
in Mansion Close, Dudley, said 
around 145 former members, 
spanning four generations, had 
attended the reunion. He added: 
“For me, my favourite memory is 
just the comradeship. The club’s 
motto was loyalty and service and 
I think that’s really shown in the 
number of people who came.”

rising across region g”*" 


A church has a scheme to covert the Golden Cross pub at Netherton 


CHURCH attendances across 
Dudley and Worcestershire are 
rising, according to the latest fig¬ 
ures. 

An extra 400 worshippers flocked 
to a weekly service in the Diocese of 
Worcester in 2012 — a rise of 2.7 per 
cent on the previous year. 

Figures showed that that in an average 
week 14,800 people attended a service in 
2012, compared to 14,400 in 2011. 

The number of people attending on an 
average Sunday also increased from 11,500 
to 11,900. 

Bishop 

The statistics from 2012 also showed 
that in the Diocese of Worcester there were 
more than 1,000 weddings, over 2,500 
baptisms and over 3,000 funeral services 
conducted by Church of England clergy ei¬ 
ther in churches or crematoria/ cemeteries. 
More than 18,000 people attended services 
at Easter and 36,800 attended a Christmas 
service. 

Bishop of Worcester Dr John Inge said: 
“Churches throughout Worcestershire and 
Dudley have been working hard to proclaim 
God’s great love for everyone and reach out 
to their local communities. 

“Alongside the traditional Sunday ser¬ 
vices, many now provide a variety of other 
less formal kinds of worship. 

“I believe that this increase in attendance 
reflects this work and demonstrates that 
the Church and Jesus are as relevant to 
people’s lives now as they have ever been.” 

Meanwhile, the number of adult worship¬ 
pers going to a weekly service in the Diocese 
of Lichfield, which covers Staffordshire and 
parts of the Black Country, increased to 
28,300 in 2012 - a rise of almost four per 
cent on the previous year. 

Attendances at church have generally re¬ 
mained stable over the past 10 years with 
only a slight decline. 

Overall in 2012, just over one million 
people attend Church of England churches 
across the country each week. 


A £500,000 project to transform a 
derelict pub into a modern commu¬ 
nity hub has been revealed. 

Campaigners intend to submit a 
application to the National Lottery 
for cash to transform the Golden 
Cross pub, in Netherton. 

Members of Primrose Hill Con¬ 
gregational Church, known as 
PHCC, have already held talks with 
the pub’s owners about their plans. 

Vandals have destroyed much of 
the inside of the pub, which stands 
at the corner of Cradley Road and 
Saltwells Road. 


Church members see potential in 
the building becoming a focal point 
to bring all sections of the commu¬ 
nity together. 

They have already started to 
draw up ideas for the building in¬ 
volving a complete makeover. 

Church leader John Williams 
said: “We want the building to be a 
good community hub where people 
can come and feel comfortable, es¬ 
pecially if they feel lonely. We know 
this is going to be a long journey but 
the local community deserve some¬ 
where that is really good.”

Committee backs housing scheme beside canal 


A SCHEME to build up to 80 new homes on a 
business park in Stourbridge has been welcomed 
after councillors backed the proposals. 

Developer Quadrant Land Partnership have 
tabled the proposals to transform Sunrise Busi¬ 
ness Park, in Wollaston High Street. The project 
was approved by Dudley Council’s development 
control committee on Monday. 

It will see the houses built on 15 acres of land 
near to the historic Foster and Rastrick foundry, 
which is being redeveloped into a medical centre. 


Despite a total of 77 letters sent out to neigh¬ 
bouring properties, just one response was re¬ 
ceived by the council. It came from nearby 
company Vee Bee Ltd, which raised concern 
about noise. 

Councillors welcomed the proposal, saying it 
would stop youths hanging around on the waste¬ 
land and causing a nuisance. 

Committee member Councillor Chris Hale 
said: “This area is in need of development. As it 
stands the site attracts anti-social behaviour. “ 


Fellow committee member, Councillor David 
Caunt, said he approved of the scheme but called 
on the developer to invest in the Stourbridge 
Canal towpath nearby, as well as local transport. 

The 80 homes will be the first stage in a mul¬ 
ti-million pound development at the site. The 
scheme, which is called Doulton Brook, will take 
about three years to complete. 

It is part of a wider development plan to create 
a total of 150 new homes on the former indus¬ 
trial site. 


Cottage raider, 19, made 
gun threat to householder 


A ROBBER from Dudley has been 
found guilty of going armed with im¬ 
itation weapons to a couple’s rural 
home and stealing their car. 

An Audi belonging to Robert Nguiguti 
and his wife, Dr Durrenjaf Siddique, was 
stolen with keys to a motorbike, handbag 
containing £100, a laptop containing pa¬ 
tient files and an iPod at Wootton, between 
Kinver and Bridgnorth. 

Levi Wilson, aged 19, of Dudley, was on Mon¬ 
day found guilty of at Stafford Crown Court after 
a trial. He was convicted of robbery, burglary and 


two counts of possession of an offensive weapon 
after confronting Mr Nguiguti at the cottage on 
July 15 last year. 

The jury heard that the couple had since spent 
thousands of pounds on security measures. The 
couple had been woken by the sound of breaking 
glass. 

Mr Nguiguti saw someone escaping through a 
broken glass panel in the door and gave chase 
but the raider jumped into the Audi and yelled 
that he had a gun. 

Wilson’s accomplice Simone O’Neil, 22, of 
Willenhall, was found guilty of burglary but was 
cleared by the jury of the other offences. She 
drove to and from the scene after she claimed 


one of the men flirted with her. She also claimed 
they threatened to kidnap her if she told anyone 
about the burglary. 

When she was later arrested she told officers 
she was unaware of two imitation weapons, a 
pump-action shotgun and a BB gun, in the boot 
of her car. 

Three defendants, Nicholas Alexander, 26, of 
Chorley Gardens, Bilston, Donovan Wilson, 18, 
of Cross Lane, Dudley, and Omari Maitland, 18, 
of Leslie Road, Park Village, were cleared. 

Wilson, also of Cross Lane, was remanded in 
custody while O’Neil, of Marshall Road, Porto- 
bello, was granted conditional bail until May 28 
when they will be sentenced.

“I hope viewers get a sense of the 
scale of the war, and that it comes 
from it from a slightly different 
perspective,” says Phelps.

“I found looking at contemporary 
photographs at the time - cameras 
were banned at the Front but people 
sneaked them through and took all 
sorts of pictures - they tell an 
incredible story.” 

She adds: “One of my favourite bits 
and the most resonant for me was 
an ad hoc journal that had been 
typed up, and it was memories of 
hospital... 

“This tiny little description of the 
sound of a young volunteer girl from 
a sheltered background in England, 
who was now standing in a tented 
ward somewhere in France, whisking 
egg whites with a fork, to feed to a 
man whose face had been blown off 
- the sound of her fork against the 
side of the bowl - that’s an image 
that went like a knife into my heart.” 

Phelps has incorporated that story 
in the screenplay, and it’s touching

moments and details such as that 
which helped attract a starry cast - 
Suranne Jones, Hermione Norris, 
Oona Chaplin and Kerry Fox are 
among those bringing the characters 
to life.

Warm to ways for cut in 
energy and home bills

Top up your loft insulation and you could save more than £150 a year 


WITH energy bills at record 
levels, the Heating Helpline 
has some energy saving ad¬ 
vice on ways to improve insu¬ 
lation and lower bills. 

Around 60 per cent of the energy 
used in the home is for heating - 
for most households that’s many 
hundreds of pounds spent per year 
just to keep it warm. 

B&ES, the Building & Energy Ser¬ 
vices Association, who operate the free 
consumer advice service the Heating 
Helpline, say too few households take 
sufficient measures to fully insulate 
their homes. This means a lot of en¬ 
ergy - and money - is simply wasted. 
Yet there are simple steps to take, some 
costing very little, that can help keep 
the warmth in, so there is much less 
need to crank up the thermostat. 

Here are the Heating Helpline’s top 
10 list of tips 

1. If you have less than 10cm of in¬ 
sulation in your loft you’ll be wasting 
energy. Top the insulation up to 27cm 
and you could save over £150 a year. 

2. Since the 1930s, most houses have 
been built with an air cavity between 
two outer walls. Get this gap filled with 
insulating foam and you could save up 
to £200 a year on bills. 

3. Floorboards lose a lot of heat. In¬ 
sulation seal between the gaps can save 
you about £25 per year. 

4. Insulate your hot water cylin¬ 
der. Fitting a British Standard jacket 
around your cylinder will cut heat 
loss by over 75 per cent and save you 
around £40 a year - more than the cost 
of the jacket. 

5. Lagging all your hot water pipes 


could also save you more than £25 a 
year. 

6. Badly-fitted doors and windows 
mean avoidable heat loss. Draught 
proofing doors and windows by seal¬ 
ing gaps will help save energy. A 
curtain at the front door and heavy, 
well-fitted curtains provide insulation 
and reduce draughts. To track down 
the source of draughts take a lit can¬ 
dle and see where it flickers. 

7. Keep your doors and windows 
closed when the heating is on and 
save £15 a year. 

8. Thermal blinds, which stay flush 
to the window frame using magnets, 
are a good alternative to heavy-lined 


curtains. Cost is about £145 per sq m. 

9. Draw your curtains at dusk to 
help keep the heat generated inside 
your rooms. 

10. Unused fireplaces are one of the 
biggest causes of lost heat. If you’re 
not using your chimney but don’t 
want to board it up try a chimney bal¬ 
loon - they’re easy to inflate and last 
for years. 

Under the Government’s Energy 
Company Obligation (ECO) pro¬ 
gramme participating energy com¬ 
panies will help pay for all or part of 
the cost of installing different home 
insulation measures and even a new 
boiler.

Renault’s hot hatch

Renault’s history is awash with 
small cars with sporting aspira¬ 
tions: only those of a certain age 
will remember it beat the iconic 
Volkswagen GTi into hot hatch 
territory. 

That was the Renault 5 Gordini, whose 
crown is now worn by the 200bhp pock¬ 
et rocket Clio Renaultsport, a car packed 
with Formula One technology. But that left 
an almost unbridgeable gap between itself 
and the standard Clio in terms of cost, run¬ 
ning expenses and the feasibility of getting 
insurance for younger drivers. 

Until now, that is. Enter the Renault- 
sport’s little brother, the Clio GT-Line which 
borrows heavily on the head of the fami¬ 
ly’s styling both inside and out, but with a 
smaller yet still potent engine. 

Of course, it doesn’t match the flagship’s 
performance, but it’s still lively on the 0-- 
62mph sprint (9.9 seconds), it uses around 
25 per cent less fuel, has a VED rating to 
make the taxman weep and an accessibly 
low insurance group of 14E. 

All sound reasons for buying the GT- 
Line, but most convincing of all is the 
uprated chassis, sports tuned for superb 
roadholding and pin-sharp handling. And 
it’s a whole lot of fun, too. 

It’s based on the new Clio which is it¬ 
self no slouch, while also being sleek and 
contemporary with significantly more room 
than its predecessor. 

The GT-Line naturally gets the appropri¬ 
ate badging, as well as larger, 17in alloys, 
aerodynamic rear lip spoiler and side sills, 
plus twin chromed tailpipes. The sporty 
theme continues inside with dark carbon 


upholstery, chrome and black glass detail¬ 
ing, aluminium pedals and Renaultsport 
front seats. 

At the heart of the beast and the secret 
of its success is a modest 1.2-litre engine: 
turbocharged to match the power and 
torque of conventional rivals but with the 
advantage of great economy. 

The figures are impressive: 120bhp with 
a useful 190Nm of torque, 0-62mph in 9.9 
seconds and yet - wait for it - the ability 
to average 54.3mpg. C02 emissions are 
120g/km, meaning no road tax in the first 
year and just £30 a year thereafter. 

It’s interesting to think that, with the lOp 
difference in petrol and diesel prices, you 
could be running a distinctly warm hatch 
for much the same as a very ordinary small 
family car. 

Quiet 

The engine is sewing machine smooth 
and particularly quiet: I had to check the 
rev counter while waiting at lights to check 
whether the stop/start system was work¬ 
ing. I also confess to winding down the 
window to enjoy the tailpipe tune on the 
open road, but of course regulations these 
days have put a cork in growling exhausts. 

It’s mated to Renault’s twin-clutch elec¬ 
tronic transmission, which changes se¬ 
quentially between the six gears either au¬ 
tomatically or manually via paddles behind 
the steering wheel. 

As befits the GT-Line’s aspirations, the 
system is very quick: no perceptible gap in 
drive to the front wheels on the way up, and 
no causing your passengers to do nodding 
dog impressions on the way down. 

If you’re really in the mood for fun, or you 
want an even quicker overtake, there’s the 
RS Drive button which takes you from nor¬

mal to sport mode, considerably sharpen¬ 
ing up engine and throttle response, gear¬ 
box mapping and steering feel. Few drivers 
could use a manual clutch so efficiently, 
and if you want to go down two or three 
gears to set up for a corner you just hang 
on to the paddle for a little longer. Simple. 

The GT-Line’s sports chassis is 30 per 
cent stiffer, with stiffer damping, than the 
standard car. It’s a great compromise. It’s 
nowhere near as harsh as some more fo¬ 
cused pocket rockets on B-roads, yet in 
builds on the already impressive roadhold¬ 
ing and handling of the standard Clio. 

With a price tag of £17,395, the GT-Line 
isn’t cheap but performance apart it’s 
as well equipped as the top of the range 


standard Clios. It has a seven-inch info¬ 
tainment display which is at the heart of 
an upmarket 3D sound system, satnav and 
Blue Tooth. 

The instrument panel, like the rest of 
the new Clio range, has conventional dials 
surrounding a large, easily visible digital 
speedo which allows you to keep your 
eyes on the road while staying safe and 
legal. An alarm and security system, cruise 
control, speed limiter, electric windows and 
door mirrors, tinted windows, air condition¬ 
ing and split/fold rear seats are there along 
with the GT trim kit. 

There is a full range of electronic driving 
aids, including ABS, emergency brake as¬ 
sist, traction and stability systems.

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Lexus Stay safe in style

THE new Lexus IS300h is not 
just a luxury car, it’s also one of 
the safest cars on the road, hav¬ 
ing been declared the best in its 
class for safety by Euro NCAP. 

The amazing hybrid saloon has 
achieved the highest ratings in the 
“large family” category in NCAP’s 
2013 safety performance testing pro¬ 
gramme, achieving the top overall 
five-star rating. 

The IS 300h excelled in each area of test¬ 
ing, including adult occupant safety, child 
occupant safety, pedestrian protection 
and safety assist features. 

The hybrid version of the Lexus IS is 
cheaper to run than diesel rivals, thanks 
to its low C02 emissions with its 2.5-litre 



full hybrid powertrain posting emissions 
of just 99g/km. The penalty you pay is an 
annoying drone when you apply the pedal 
because of flat performance at low revs. 

The sub-1 OOg/km C02 figure is achieved 
by the IS 300h SE model, fitted with 16- 
inch wheels, which means no annual road 
tax charge. 

Cleaner performance is delivered by the 
other hybrid versions in the line-up too, 
both delivering emissions below 1 lOg/km 
and qualifying for a zero charge in the first 
year of ownership. 

To make the system work Lexus has pro¬ 
duced a 141 bhp/105kW electric motor and 
a newly developed 2.5-litre four-cylinder 
Atkinson cycle petrol engine that produces 
a maximum 178bhp/133kW. 

For the techies that means the engine 
benefits from a new D-4S fuel injection 
system, Dual WT-i intelligent variable valve 
timing and a high-efficiency exhaust gas 
recirculation system. 

The rear wheels are driven through the 
hybrid powertrain’s E-CVT transmission. 
Total system output is 220bhp/164kW, en¬ 
abling nought to 62mph acceleration in 8.3 
seconds and a 125mph top speed. 

And the driver can modify the car’s per¬ 
formance by selecting from three different 
drive modes: EV all-electric running, with 
the petrol engine switched off; Eco, for op¬ 
timum fuel efficiency; Normal, and Sport, 
for sharper throttle response and a sportier 
steering setting. 

The new IS range includes an F Sport 
model, which comes with sports-tuned 
suspension and electric power steering, 
as well as dedicated exterior and interior 
design features that distinguish it from the 
other models in the range.

The car lacks the strong mid-range 
torque of turbocharged four-cylinder petrol 
units and diesels, so you need plenty of 
weight on the accelerator. 

An automatic gearbox is standard and 
you will have no problems with the accu¬ 
rate steering, even if some rivals might of¬ 
fer a bit more precision. 

The hybrid runs virtually silently on 
electric-only power, which I always find a 
little unsettling, and there is very little wind 
noise to help give that feeling of luxury. 

You won’t be stopping off at many petrol 
stations because the IS300h SE will give 
you 65mpg on the combined cycle. 

Seating and comfort is as near to perfect 
as it gets. If you can’t find a comfortable 
position well quite frankly it’s you’re fault. 


There’s ample room for five with space to 
stretch out in both front and back. There’s 
also ample boot space. 

My one big complaint was the complex¬ 
ity of the car’s infotainment set-up. It took 
a week behind the wheel to finally come to 
terms with exactly where everything was. 

I would have expected to have to pay 
more for this car. Starting prices are at 
£26,495 with the range topping IS300h 
Premier coming in at £38,495. Those are 
competitive figures in this luxury sector. 

Low emissions combined with exciting 
performance remain the challenge for the 
motor industry. Some companies go for 
one or the other. Lexus have managed to 
combine both and the IS300h is well worth 
a look when selecting from this sector.
